THE MORMONS, 
MOVING AGAINST THEM IN FORCE. 
Special Dispatch to The Uhicago Tribune. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 22.—The anti- 
Mormon sentiment, as it has found expres- 
sion in both branches of Congress in the 
bills, resolutions, petitions, and memorials 
presented since the opening of the present 
session, is strong and decided. The Repub- 
lican members of both Houses seem very 
much in earnest in the determination to up- 
root the evil, and are commencing wellin the 
attempt to enact the requisit legislation for 
that purpose. The recommendations in the 
President’s message were the initial steps in 
this direction, and they have been fol- 
lowed by a large number of bills, 
supported by numerous petitions and 
memvrials from citizens and religious 
bodies throughout the country. The Presi- 
dent in his message suggested such a modi- 
fication of the present law of evidence as 
would permit of a wife’s being accepted as a 
competent Witness against her husband in 
trials for bigamy, and such other 
CHANGES IN THE TEERITORIAL LAWS 
as would take away the secrecy which now 
attends Mormen marriages, among them be- 
ing the enactment of — legislation by 
which any person solemnizing marriage in 
the Territory shall be required to file a cer- 
tificate of the marriage in the Supreme 
Court of the Territory. This has been 
followed in the Senate by a 
bill by Senator Edmunds to amend the Re- 
vised Statutes so as to make the crime of 
nolygamy punishable by fine and imprison- 
ment, and to make the practice of polygamy 
sufficient cause for challenging a juror in a 
trial for bigamy; also, by a bill by Senator 
Vest which aims to overthrow the practice 
by making the wife a competent witness in 
trials for bigamy in the Territories. Both 
these bills are now in the hands of the Com- 
mittee on Judiciary. In the House of Rep- 
resentatives Willetts has introduced 
TWO BILLS BEARING UPON THE SUBJECT, 
one to reorganize the legislative power of the 
Territory of Utah, and another to regulate 
sutfrage in the Territories of the United 
States, fixing the qualifications for office in 
such Territories, making the practice of po- 
lygamy a disqualification, and providing for 
the registration of voters in the Territories. 
Representative Shallenberger has introduced 
bills to prevent persons living in bigamy or 
polygamy from holding any office of trust or 
profit in any of the Territories of the United 
States, and to facilitate convictions for the 
crime of bigamy or adultery, and regulating 
marriagesin the Territories. Representative 
Payson has introduced a bill making the 
practice of polygamy a disability and 
A DISQUALIFICATION FOR OFFICE 
and an offense punishable with fine and im- 
prisunment. In addition there have been 
attempts made by Representative Burrows 
of Michigan, Haskell, and McCoid to secure 
the consideration of resolutions declaring 
against the admission to membership in the 
House of persons guilty of the crime of polyg- 
amy. There have also been presented in 
both branches of Congress petitions and me- 
morials against the practice of polygamy. 
Among them are petitions from citizens of 
lowa and Pennsylvania, from the Legisla- 
ture oft New Jersey, and from the Newark 
Conference, the General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church, the Synod of the Pres- 
byterian Church of the United States, and 
other religious bodies. The matter now is 
practically in the hands of the Judiciary 
Committees of the House and Senate, and, if 
certain members hold to their promises, these 
committees will be called on for 
A REPORT AT AN EARLY DAY. . 
In this connection it is of interest to state 
that there are rumors, some of them sensa- 
tional, of the proposed line of defense to be 
pursued by the Mormons. One of these ru- 
mors is that Mormon agents are here in 
Washington, and have made themselves fa- 
milhar with some matters of a decidedly per- 
sonal character to certain members of Con- 
gress, which they are now holding over them 
as a inenace should they determine to enter 
the lists against polygamy. Another is that 
agents of the Mormon Church are here to 
buy off thir opponents, if possible, and that 
they come well provided. These are mere 
rumors, however, and thus far have not been 
supported by proof or become specific 
* 
MR. UASK ELI, OF KANSAS, 
one of the fotemost advocates of anti-Mor- 
mon legislation, said tonight that the bills 
now before the House providing for the dis- 
qualification for membership of persons en- 
gaged in the practice of polygamy were 
valueless because of the impossibility of 
proving polygamous relations owing to the 
secrecy with which the marriage service is 
performed among the Mormons. Payson's 
bill, which proposed to make cohabitation 
with two or more femaies proof of polygamy 
without the necessity of proving plural 
marriage, he thought, wäs open to the 
objections that it would make the 
crime of polygamy out of an offense recog- 
rized as a separate and distinct offense under 
the statutes, Haskeil said he pinned his faith 
in successful anti-Mormon legislation on the

tion and peculiar methods ot the Mormon 
Church, and let them go to work to undo all

Mr. Haskell said the 
introduction ef his resolution presented in 
the House the other day was intended by 
him to draw out discussion and develop the 
sentiment of the House.

He knew 
that the personal character of members was 
being closely followed, for what he 
could not say, except that it was nd the 
weak spots in the armor of certain of them, 
and, by holding the revelations over them as 
a menace, frighten them off. While it was 
perhaps not true that votes were to be bought 
directly. it was certain that efforts were to be 
made to influence members iu favor of the 
polygamists. 
ONE OF THE GREAT DIFFICULTIES 
that will be encountered ia any practical 
legislation against lygamy in this Con- 
gress is the fact that some ublicans, by 
raising legal, technical, or constitutional 
points, will indirectly aid the Mormon apos- 
tle Cannon to secure his seat. There are 
such Republicans on the Committee on Elec- 
tions, which is now considering the Utah 
case. One of these Republicans, a lawyer 
of reputation and a member of the Election 
Committee, said tonight: “So far as I can 
see, after a careful investigation of the case, 
the committee cannot do etierwise than re- 
port in favor of seating Cannon. He received 
a very large 1 of the votes cast. 
It is true that women have the right of suf- 
frage in Utah, but I don’t see that Congress 
can go into that question. To the charge that

But fact that a man isa bigamistora 
polygamist forms no constitutional or legal 
disqualification for him to sitin Congress as 
Representative or Delegate. The House is 
the sole judge of the election and qualitica- 
tion of its own members, ‘The action of Gov. 
Murray in giving Campbell the certificate, 
unusual as it was in form, seems entirely 
unwarranted. 

IT Is FOR THE HOUSE TO DETERMINE, 
however, whether it is prejudicial to the 
dignity and order of that body to admit toa 
seat on the floor a man who.avows he is liy- 
ing in defiance of the law of the land. The 
committee can only report the fact that Can- 
non was elected and is not disqualified from 
holding bis seat, and the House must settle 
the other incidental questions. To violate 
the law forbidding adultery is as mucha 
crime as the violation of the law forbidding 
bigamy. Mr. Cannon has been a Delegate for 
eight years, during which time he has 
violated the act of 1862 prohibiting polygamy 
and no question has been raised as to his 
qualifications as a Delegate.” Such is the 
opinion of some Kepublicans. The indica- 
tions are that the majority of the Democrats 
will sustain Cannon’s claim to a seat on sim-

may admit Cannon to his seat on technical 
grounds. That, however, will not prevent a 
war against the system, althopgh it would 
give the Mormons some restige. 
Cannon himself assumes the air of a 
martyr. Mr. Cannon said tonight: “I did 
not avow the fact that lam hving contrary 
to the law of the land in any spirit of de- 
fiance. On the contrary, since the recent 
decision of the Supreme Court 1 have not 
advocated polygamy. I have defended it 
when called upon to do so for the reason 
that I believe it is divinely ordained. If 1 
had not taken the position I did innocent 
women would have been called before the 
committee to prove what I preferred to ad- 
mit. The most outrageous falsehoods have 
been published about me and my family 
since this contest began, and I prefer to 
await the decision of the House before say- 
ing anything in reply to them.” 


WHAT THEY ARE IN REALITY.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 19.—In no other civ- 
ilized nation would Mormonism be tolerated a 
day after its true character, purposes, and in- 
tents were fully kuown.

That was iofailidility with a ven- 
geance, and the liberty of the press could of 
course be nothing less than dear to their hearts.

As Delegate Cannon is destined within a few 
brief yearsto be “the mouthpiece of God to 
all mankind,” to be infaliibie in decision, to hold 
the issues of life and death in his hands, to

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 22.—Guitean, if 
found guilty, cannot be hanged before J uly, 
and itis probable that July 2, the anniver- 
sary of the President's assasination, will 
come and find the assasin still alive. The 
Judges have decided that they cannot. post- 
pone the next term of the Criminal Court, 
which begins on Monday, as it would be evi- 
dent that such a postponement was for only 
one purpose, and that fact might raise a 
technical complication in the Guiteau case, 
which it is desirable to avoid.

If con- 
victed, Guiteau will be sentenced at the be- 
ginning of the term which commences to- 
morrow. He cannot be hung until thirty 
days after the end of the next term. The next 
term ordinarily would end about June 1, the

AML FOR THE ALLOTMENT OF LANDS.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 22.—One of the 
first measures placed upon the House calen- 
dar for the present session is a bill reported 
by Mr. Haskell favorably from the Commit- 
tee on Indian Affairs, to provide for the al- 
lotment of lands in severalty to Indians on 
the various reservations, and to extend the 
protection of the laws of the States and Ter- 
ritories over the Indians. This bill is care- | 
fully matured. Congress certainly has am- 
pie time before it now to consider this highly 
important subject and do something towards 
civilizing at least those Indians who desire 
to be civilized. The Indian Affairs Cémmit- 
tee’s bill authorizes the Secretary of the In- 
terior, whenever any reservation of Indians 
is advantageous for agricultural purposes, 
to cause it to be surveyed or resurveyed and

If on 

auy reservation there is not enough land to

Where lands on any reserva- 
tion are mainly adapted to grazing purposes, 
then an additional allotment shall be made 
to each individual. ‘The allotments are to be 
selected by the Indians, except in the case of 
orphans. They will be left to the discrim- 
inating judgment of the Agent. The bill pro- 
vides for the retention by each Indian of the 
improvements made on his land, 

INDIANS NOT RESIDING UPON BESERVATIONS | 


to the local land-office patents free of cost for 
the same amount of land as the Indians liv- 
ing on reservations. The bill provides that 
title to all lands acquired by the Indians 
under this act shall not be subject to aliena- | 
tion, lease, or incumbrance, either by volun- | 
tury conyeyance or judgment of any court, 
or subject to taxation, but shall be absolutely | 
inalienable for twenty years, and until such 
time thereafter as the President may see fit | 
to remove the restriction, The Secretary of : 
the Interior is allowed to negotiate with any 
tribe for the purchase of a portion of its 
reservation that is not necessary for allot- 
ments to members of the tribe on the condi- 
tions given above, and the money agreed to 
be paid is to be invested 

FOR THE BENEFIT OF THE TRIBES. 
Lands so bought from the Indians can be 
surveyed and sold to actual settlers at not 
less than $1.25 per acre in blocks of 160 acres 
for agricultural purposes, and forty acres of 
timber lands additional. One-third of the 
purchase money must be paid cash and the 
remaining two-thirds at intervals of two and 
five years. The bill provides for the resérva- 
tion of two sections in each township for 
school purposes, the patenting of lands on 
which religious edifices have been built to

Orrawa, Jan. 21.—In the Legislature of Massa» 
chusetts recently some official papers prepared 
by Col. Wright, Chiet ot the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, and bearingaipon the question of 
French Canadian labor in the State, have been 
presented. It appears that in 1880 the Bureau 
of Statistics was asked to get data and testimony 
from New York and the New Engiand States re- 
specting a uniform ten*heur labor law. In the 
report upon this system several objections to 
the ten- hour system were stated, among which 
was the foilowing: 

Tune third objection to ten hours is the pres- 
ence of the Canadian French, Wherever they 
appear, there their bresenee is urged as a res- 
son why the hours of iabor.abould not be ro- 
duved to ten. With some exceptions, the Ca- 
nadian French are the Chinese of tne Eastern 
States. They care nothing for our institu tions— 
civil, political. or educational. They do hot 
come to make a nome among us, to dweil with 
us as citizen’, and so become a part of us; but 
their purpose is merely to sojourn a few years 
us aliens, touching. us only at a single point, 
that of work, and when they dave gath- 
ered out ot us what wal satisfy r ends. to 
get them away to whefige they dame and bestow. 
it there. They ate a bord of industrial in- 
vaders, not a stream of stable settiers. Vvting, 
with all that it larpiies, they dare nothing about. 
Rarety does one of them become vatiralized, 
They will not send their enndren to school if 
they cau help it, but endeavor to crowd them 
in the milis ut the enrliest possible ure. Todo 
this they deceive about the age ot their children 
with brazenetfrentery. They deceivesiso about 
their schooling, declaring that t have been tw 
schoul the legal time, when * sata they 
have tot, and do not intend that they 7 
And wten af length they are cornered by t 
sehool officers, and there is no other escape, often 
they seravble together what few things we; 
have, aud move away to some other pince where 
they ate ubkdiown. These people lave one good 
trait. They are indefatigabie workers, and do- 
cile. All they ask is to de set to Work, and they 
cure little who rules them or how they are ruled. 
To earn ail they can, by no matter Bow many 
hours Of toll; to live ih the most beggarly way.

THE COWBOYS. 


They Tell Their Side of the Story Be- 
garding the Affair at Caldwell, Kas. 
Special Dung A to The Chicago Tribure. 

Kansas Crry, Mo., Jan. 22.—The Kansas City 
Temes will publish in tomorrow's issue the follow- 
ing communication from the band of cowboys 
who, it is claimed, appeared in the Town of Cald- 
well, Kas., about ten days ago, murdering citi- 
zens and dvufying the law, until the peuple armed 
and drove them into the Indian Nation. Great 
prominence was given at the time to the affair. 
The letter is as follows: 

IX Camp, IxpIaN TeRRITORY, Jan. I- We 
have noticed in the Chicagy, St. Louis, and Kau- 
sus City papers exaggerated accounts of the ac- 
tions of cowboy cut-throats at Cauldwell, Kas. 
and would like the country to kiow that we 
bave been very basely misrepresented, In 
tirst plave, we were not drunk at the time of t 
fight. In the next 
City of Caldwell. e had been in town about 
one month, and bad always abided by its laws, 
and as far as belping ourselves to anything, it is 
false; we never molusted anything nat was not 
our own. As for Meagher, when be was killed 
we were not mounted. He had two six- 
shovuters in his bands at the time he 
was shot and went to Hubbie's 
store and borrowed the pistols. It seems to be 
the general opinion that Meagher was u leading 
man in Caidweil. Do you kuuw bis business? 
He was nothing more than a salooakeeper, and 
he ruu a keno tabie. Just a few days before the 
row he was arrested and had to give bood for 
selling whisky in Caldwell. It has been pub- 
lished that the row grew out of the kill 
ing of George Fiatic. This is also false. 
it never entered our minds. The very reason 
the row came up was that the honorable 
Marsbai of Caldwell, Jonn Wilson, was 
on a protracted drunk, and stationed a posse of 
men in the Exchange saloon, and told them to 
s hOAM every lan that moved—tbat is, cowboys. 
Then, arming himself with two pistols, be threw 
them down on every one of the cowbows, tell- 
ing them to throw upour hands, which we re- 
fused to da. He then withdrew his weapon and 
} reeeeded to organize a mob to take or Kill us. 
We went and got our guns and murched to the 
front, and engaged in a fight which lasted avout 
an hour. We then went and got our horses and 
started to leave town, and were fired on trom 
every and aii concealed places imaginable. The 
second skirmish lasted about thirty minutes, and 
then we were forced to ride. We were pursued 
by about 100 armed men. They at length got us 
rounded up in a washout, aud there we staied 
until night. Then we got together and loft. 
after the mob had dispersed. Wilson turned to 
sboot one of the boys in the back, and tbis is 
why the rowcome up. George Spears was shot 
by the town mob. He had no bana in the tight 
whatever. He was a friend to cowboys, and 
that was the cause of bis death. He was just as 
hunorable a citizen as Caldwell nad. The As- 
sistant Marshal acknowledged that Wilson was 
drunk, and that if be (Wiison) had let things 
alone, re oa would have been all right, and 
there would have beeu no row. We did take the 
freighters’ horses, aud told them that we would 
return their animals in six or eigbt days, and on 
the seventh duy we took thetu back. They toid us 
that if they were situated in the same posidono 
they would do the same thing, and did not blame 
us. Caldwell citizens seem to think that Talbot 
wasone of the Billy-the-Kid gang. Thie isa 
base false He bad never seen the Kid, and 
bad never had any acquaintance with him what- 
ever. We notice that it was stated we bad a 
fight at a ranch on Wagon Creek. This is a mis- 
take: we never were at Wagon Creek and took 
saddies and borses. We never took apy borses 
but the freiebters’. We are willm to go and 
stand our trial if we thought we could get jus- 
tice, but this we know we cannot get. Thisis 
the true fact of the cus.

Failure of a Ballroad Contracting Firm.

under this contract to the amount of necariy 
$36,000. Yesterday the mews came to Campbell

It stands to reason that if jury-packing is 
commonly practiced in this eity members of 
the bar must have been privy to it.

The business 
of the lawyers who are interested in a reform 
of this evil is, theretore, to ascertain who of 
their associates at the bar have been guilty 
of the practice, and to produce the evidence 
against them. There was no other legiti- 
mate question before the bar meeting In this 
connection. Intemperate attacks upon the 
newspapers for not bringing to justice the 
guilty lawyers who have not yet been pointed 
out by the bar itself will accomplish noth- 
ing. | 

Lawyers ought to know the value of 
legal evidence. They ought to be careful 
about making general charges without 
proofs to sustain them. When a body of 
reputable attorneys assert that jury-baekme 
is conimon in our courts we assume that 
they have the proofs to back up their asser- 
tions. Let the evidence be adduced and the 
offense fastened upon any member of the 
bar who is guilty. Then it will be time to 
denounce the newspapers and the merchants 
of Chicago if they do not give the most cor- 
dial and efficient aid to the members of the 
bar in reforming themselves. 

But itis a grave error to assume that re- 
form will come through reckless and sweep 
ing charges of corruption uusupported by 
evidence. The practice of trying lawsuits 
by simply alleging that the jury in the case 
has been tampered with is not new, nor is it 
likely to grow in public favor. The recent 
resort to it in one of our courts has not added 
dignity or foree to the cause of reform. It 
is a flattering excuse for an attorney who has

THE FRENCH FINANCIAL COLLAPSE. 

There has been a serious panic in France, 
growing out of the unprecedented specula- 
tion whieh has prevailed there for several 
years, and which has now ended iu a settle- 
ment. All the ordinary securities, or 
“ shares,” as they are called, have been run 
to the extremest prices, and such was the de- 
mand for investment that various new stocks 
have been created and put on the market, 
and have found ready purchasers from a 
people ravenous for quick and extravagant 
gains. There has been nothing too wild or. 
visionary to be accepted on the market. ‘The 
people of France, unlike those of this coun- 
try, do not deposit their money in banks, but 
hoard it. Whena popular loan is asked they 
do not file bids, but cd@rry their funds to the 
public receiver. More than half the money 
of the people of France is held in coin 
by the owners in small sums. So 
wild has been the speculation during the last 
two years that the reports and quotations of 
the bourse have been posted at every village 
telegraph station in France, and the rural 
population has been incited and encouraged, 
deceived and seduced into investing in some 
of the stock speculations which have con- 
vulsed the finances of the country. It Ws

The legal-tender of debt-payifig currency 
in the country consists of the aggregate of 
the gold and silver coin and of the green- 
backs. The gold is practically on deposit, 
while the actual legal currency in circulation 
are the greenbacks. If the greenbacks be 
demonetized and the silver certificates with- 
drawn, then the only form of paper currency 
left will be the National-bank notes, which 
are not legal tender. The volume of debt- 
paying money then in the country will be ex- 
clusively the gold and silver coin, and the 
Herald has long clamored to abolish the lat- 
ter. 

In ease of any commercial or financial dis- 
turbance in tie country, gold and silver coin 
will be the only eurrency available to pay the 
four or six thousand millions ef dollars of 
current debts falling due between the peo- 
ple of the country. The amount of this 
metallic money is of course limited, and in 
the absence of any other debt-paying cur- 
rency will become, ia the presence of a 
panic, dear and searce. At the first note 
of alarm, the gold will disappear from 
sight. It will be at once hoarded by the 
banks and capitalists, Even at this time 


more than one-half ef the gold coin in the | 


country is put out of sight, is in the hands of 
individuals and hoarded away in anticipa- 
tion of a panic. The banks theniselves wil! 
seize all the gold they can clutch, and debt- 
ors seeking legal money with which to pay 
debts will find gold and silver coins difficult 
and costly to obtain. 

It is not a general, nor is it even a limited, 
understanding that a stringency in currency 
isa vemedy for a financial panic. On the 
contrary, the greater the supply of legal cur- 
rency the lighter and shorter the effects of a 
financial panic. Gold will become necessary 
to pay foreign debts if we have apanic; gold 
will be necessary to pay domestic debts; in 
the presence of a panic credit will be sus- 
pended, afid, thie comparative handful of gold 
being wholly inadequate to the demand, the 
severitiés and ruin ot the panie will be the 
more intense. But the Herald has not brains 
enough to see or comprehend what is so 
plain to discerning men. 

Reducing the amount of possible debt-pay- 
ing currency on the eve of a panic with a view 
of averting it is a policy that might be ex- 
povted to be advocated by a paper edited by a 
lot of foreign bohemians, as the Heraid is, 
however ridiculous it may be. This advice is 
proposed, too, under an idea that legal-tender 
paper is opposed to sound policy. The Her- 
ald evidently imagines such paper is pe- 
culiar te the United States, and unknown iu 
any specic-payiug nation. One would sup- 
pose that however ignorant the Herald 
writer may be of che curreicy laws of this 
country, its ftoreigu editors ought to be 
somewhat familiar with the fact that the 
national Bank of England note which fill 
the place of our greenbacks, are legal tender. 
These ignoramuses who ran the Herald do 
not seem to know that panics are averted unnd 
broken up in Great Britain by the suspenislon 
of the coin-redemption of the Bank of En- 
gland notes, and the free issue of so much mere 
legal-tender paper as will abate or alleviate 
the stringency in the debt-paying currency.

There is a suspicion that Senator Sherman 
has introduted this measure and urges its 
passage in order to rehabilitate his reputa- 
tion as asfinancier, which was éclipsed by 
Windom’s brilliant achievement in nego- 
tiating thé option bonds at 344 per cent. But, 
however desirable such rehabilitation may 
be to Senator Sherman, it is a matter of very 
small concern to the country. which is well 
satisfied with the present condition of the 
public debt, and would prefer that the Senate 
devote its time and ability to some more press- 
ing matter. We would suggest as a good sub- 
stitute for present consideration Senator Lo- 
gan’s bill setting aside the whisky-tax as a 
National educational fand. 


GUITEAU CONVICTS HIMSELF OF SANITY’ 

Every step of the Guiteau trial is watched 
with absorbing interest by the American peo- 
ple. It rests like an ugly nightmare upon 
the public heart and conscience. Every man 
in the United States somehow feels person- 
ally résponsible for the punishment of the 
murderer of Garfield. In the morning and 
in the evening when the daily paper is un- 
folded it is opened hastily so that the reader's 


eye may fall upon the head-line, “ The As 
sasin!” Daily fot weeks thousands of read- 
ers have expected to see confirmation “ strong 
as Holy Writ” of the prevailing theory that 
the prisoner on trial is playing the role of in- 
sanity in the report of his having completely 
broken down. But each recurring day he 
has appeared in court cool, collected, confi- 
dent, smiling, and reiterating for the hun- 
dredth time the nauseating lie that public 
sentiment is rapidly changing in my favor.“ 
And the fiftieth ’ day was like all the other 
days. Quiteau marched jauntily into court 
and took his seat with the lying remark on 
his tongue: 1 Stow because 1 can speak 
better, not that 1 am afraid of being shot; 
this shooting business is getting played out.“ 

Bat it was the last day of the defense in 
court. Guitedu Was about to have his last 
word with the jurors who hold his life in the 
hollow of their hands. He was to play the 
old réle over again, but the situation was 
new—it was the last time he was to play the 
ld role! As he looked into the eyes of the 
jurors he could not but teflect only a 
few days were to elapse before he would be 
told te stand up” and listen to their verdict.

He tried to smother his 
excitement by various tricks of ofatory— 
lowering his voice te a stage whisper, raising 
it to a shrill treble, swaying his body back 
and forth, and elosing his eyes and turning 
them heavenward. “He attempted every

By this means a 
constant drain of money from the country 
has been kept up until at last, the supply 
failing, there has come a contraction and a 
collapse of the insubstantial and fraudulent. 
Should the panic become general, the smash- 
up will involve a terrible wreck and a terri- 
ble loss upon the country. 

Speaking of the French speculative craze, a 
contemporary remarks: 

Nearly all current influences have tended to 
stimulate the hope, the courage, and even the 
greed of a poop little accustomed to the allure- 
ments and risks of modern speculation. 

The resuit has been that the accumulated 
profits and savings of the French have been 
poured continually and recklesiy into every 
channel of speculation. In the general excite- 
ment, t an extent heretofore unknown in 
France, the aristocracy, — , its 
younger members, have sha Shut out by 
the liticai changes that nave teken place suv 
rapidly in the direction of republicanism from 
the activity in public affairs which bad previ- 
ously absorbed so much of their energy, wey 
have*turned to the bourse, where they bave 
shown ali the characteristic daring, recklesness, 
and vanity of their class. Their lead has been fol- 
lowed by the bourgeois class, for whom the Re- 
public haus by no means destroyed, though it bas 
greatly weakened, the fascination of association 
with the tobility. Of the 40 and more 
new joint-stoek enterprises started in France 
within the year 1881, with a nominal «capital of 
nearly $50,000,000, it is safe to say that the 
greater part have had at the head of their nom- 
mal direction sotme titled name. Banks of high 
Standing and hithert conservative manage- 
ment have formed „ éyudiecates”’ for the dis- 
tiuct purpose of fostermmg these speculative eu- 
terprises. New banks have been undertasea 
for the same purpose. Newspapers without 
number, cireulated by the million at a nominal 
price, ot free, bave been established to aid 
them.

THREE weeks have been spent in a fruit- 
less attempt to organize the New York Legisla- 
ture, and the Democratic “majority” seem to 
be as far from an understanding as ever. The 
vote runs 47 for the Republican candidate in the 
House, 4 for the regular Democratic, and 7 for 
Boss Kelly’s Tammany man. The Senate would 
be deadlocked in the same way were it not that 
the Lieutenaut- Governor presides. The New 
York Times thus explains the cause of the fail- 
ure to organize: 

The fact is. there is no Democratic ority ia 
the sense of cullective party responsibility in 
either House. The Legislature is composed of 
three parti¢ds—Republicah, Democratic, and 
Tammanuy—a combination between any two of 
which is regarded as equally inexpedient and 
undesirable, mocrats paunot pay the 
price that Tammany demands fot its support 
without making themselves ridicuious, the Re- 
publicans cannot act with either without ge- 
cepting troublesome responsibilities, if not dis- 
honorable obligations. And yet, as a 
yearly legislative session may be, there ure 
sume indispensable Guties which the present 
Legislature must perform in the absence of a 
provision tor biennial sessions. From a body 
which cannot organize iteeif it may be absurd to 
expect — positive action on subjects like rail- 
road regulation, tax reform, or canal policy, but 
action on the coming Congressional «pportion- 
meut is a vecessary duty, and provision for the 
financial necessities of the State one that cannot 
be evaded: There must. ore, be an end to 
the farce before long, end the Republicans will 
have to take the matter into their own bands if 
the split in the alleged majority party continues 
tor another weck.

The world has wuited long; millions bave 
died in ignorance, millions in willful 
sin, millions with bearts broken by 
the sins vf other minds. The waiting 
and watohing have been long and sad. Who- 
ever will pass along the streets of this city, and 
will mark the incustry and the genius and the 
vivacity of the throngs, will mark the weuith 
and taste expressed in its buildings, pubiic and 
private; whoever wil! mark bow a group of fer- 
tile States send bither products of almost fab- 
ulous value., and will then enter also the schools 
and the academies and the places of lawful 
amusement , must feel at last here might be 
human happiness and bumaen triumph bad only 
the moruf wish of God risen up out of the 
marsbes and asbes along with that uplifting of 
the industry and the palaces! But this one ul- 
lusion illustrates the degradation of the whoie 
land. The advancing human race bas discovered

AN ATTRACTIVE RELIGION. 
SEKMON BY THE REV. H. W. THOMAS, b. D. 
Dr. Tuomas preacned to a large audience yes- 

terday morning at the Peopie’s Church. His 

thome was, Au Attractive Keligion—lts God.“ 

Followmg is the discourse: 

And I, 1f I be lifted up from the earth, will 

draw all men unto me.—John, it., 32. 
in the natural world we are familiar with what 

are called tne laws of attraction and repulsion. 

Thus large bodies attract tne smaller, and in 

chemistry certain elements bave an affinity; 

they rush together and enter into new combina- 


uest that man shall sec the king in His beauty. 


all the variety and beauty of ths world of ite 


about us. ; ‘ 
And when we come into the higber life of ＋ 
mind and the heart, here, too, we und the laws 
attraction and repulsion. Reason is drawn to 
truth: it is repelied by falsehood. The sense of 
the beautiful within us is pleased when the eye 
rests upon that which is perfect in form, but it 
turns away from the ill-shapen and the ugly. 
The car is delighted with sweet sounds and with 
harmony, but it is offended by coarse noises and 
discords. And the heart, too, carries along its 
laws by which the virtue, and beroisro. and jus- 
tice, and charity, and sacrifice that go to make up 
the world of the worally beautiful or sublime 
are admired; the soul is drawn to them. Whilst 
vice, and cowardice, and cheating, and cold seit- 
ishness are an offense to the moral nature, the 
noble soul turns away from them as low 


mean. 

From these remarks it seems only fair to as- 
sume that anythmg that asks the assent of the 
inteliect and the love of tne heart.and the de- 
votion of the lite should come with such forms 
ot truth, and such qualities of the goud and the 
useful as are worthy of the reason and tne soul 
and the hichest aspirations of man. 

Religion comes to our world and asks all these 
—uasks the beart and the life of mankind. Look- 
ing ut the subject under the light of che laws of 
mental and moral attraction and repulsion, let 
us ask by what powerful force or magnet does 
religion propose to draw reasen and the heart of 
the world to its side, or to win them to Its serv- 
ice? Aud the answer to this question brings 
us to the question of “An Attractive Religion 
as the theme of our present discourse 

Aad firat, religion comes to the world with an 
attractive God. There are two forms under 
which the conception of God is possible the 
metuphysical and the ethical. 

The wetapbysical conception seeks to know 
God through thought or reason, and hence it 
must know Him as thought or as reason. When 
Descartes sought to free himself from all preju- 
dice, or the misieading influence of precon- 
ceived opinions, and to thus lay a sure founda- 
tion for his phiiosophy, be began by trying. to 
doubt everything he had ever heard or be- 
lieved, and be pursued this method till be came 
to himself, and then passing beneath physical 
sensations he at last rested u his own 
thought. And there he coul doubt no 
further. He could not question his own mental 


cunsciousness, and he announced as the bottom 


rock of his n “I think; therefore, I 
am. And, baving plunted bimself in his own 
mental consciousness, he begun to observe the 
unture of bis thinking, and be soon found that 
many of his thoughts partook of the nature 
of the universal and the necessary. 

traveled on to tne intinit. He found that some- 
huw there was a universal reason by which 
all minds had to think of certain things in the 
same way. and that fur the reason chat certain 
forms of truth were neceseary, such as the ax- 
jioms of mathematics, or the properties of the 
triangle. or the laws of logic, or the laws of 
barmony, or the laws of beauty. And thus he 
was led to confess a universal reason and uni- 
versal truth. And then he found that there 
were present to bis consciousness certain forms 
of thought of which his own mind could give no 
account as to their genesis or origin. He couid 
account for the thought of coid or beat that 
came througa sensation. He could account for 
thoughts of time, aud space, and causation as 
they were measured by events or by distances, 
or seen in results about him. But here he 
found himself traveimg on to iofinit time, and 
infinit space, and infinit causation, and bow 
could he explain.the presence of such thougbts? 
tor bis experiences were only finite. Aud chen 
he found bimself thinking of the perfect, of 
the ideal, of the absolutely true, and pure, 
and good. He found himself thinking of the 
infinit! of the absolute, of Gud. And how 
be asked himself, could such thoughts arise in « 
finite mind noiess they had a corresponding real- 
ity? How could be think the ideai, the perfect, 
the infinit—think God, if there were no ideal, no 
inftinit, no God? Coul’ the finite mind in its fini e 
coudiuons aad limitations so transcend itself as 
to think the ideally perfect and good—to think 
God, and yet there be no God? And thus, start- 
ing with mind, with thoughi,in reason or by 
thought, he concluded that there must be that 
which answered to bis conveption; that there 
— be the ideal, the infnit—that there was a 


And then, coming back again to bimself, he 
found that these thoughts were concreied in s 
Person, in bimeeif,and in others, and thus he 
reasoned aguin that the universal reason was a 
personality. was God. And finding also that all 
moral qualities, such as love and justice, innered 
in subjects, be concluded that these qualities. 
when thought of as universai and infinit, Must 
be conceived of as inbering in a subject or as 
the attributes of God. 

Now, this is one of the methods of metapuysios. 
of pure thought, and this is its result as it offers 
to the reason vf man the ideal. the intinit; as it 
lifts up before reason the sublime. uver- 
8 thought of God; of God, in whom the 
deal is the real; of God, in whom dweilis ail per- 
fection, all wisdom, all power. And it says to 
mun all truth bas its source in God. all beuuty, 
all goodness, are in Hm and of Him. Andr 
ligron says to the reason of the worid heros is the 
centre, the suurce of reason; bere s feason, 
bere is Gud, come worship and adure. Aud this 
is what the Bible says. And thus religion pre- 


.8ents an attractive God, metaphysicaily con- 


ceived. And it says to the astronomer, to the 
mathematician, here in thix tempie of God, filled 
with words, you can take God's own truth 
of mathematics, and push your way along the 
sides of your triangles till you stand out in 
the awful depths and spaces of the stars. 
Religion says to -reason, Come ‘Into this great 
temple of light and beauty, and study God in 
the ray of iight that started on its long way to 
Our earth before history began; come study God 
in the revolumon of worlds; come study God in 
the rocks, in the tides of sea; come study 
God in the fossils and crystals that tell of time 
and law; come study God inthe laws of logic, 
in the laws of beauty, in the laws of harmony. 
Religion thus presents an attractive God to rea- 
son; for it says God is the universal reason, the 
ultimate truth. 

But religioa asks the faith, and the love, and 
worsbip of myn, not as a réasouing power alone, 
for man is m an thie—man bas an ethical 
nature, a moral gdature as well, and hence re- 
ligion offers to the worid an ethical God, or a 
God of great moral qualities. And asa God of 
reason must be perceived by the reason, so must 
a God of moral qualities be perceived by that 
which is moral iu man. 

We perceive that there is within us that which 
is moral, and we perceive the same qualities in 
Others; and we conceive ot these also as baving 
a scope and a perfection above and beyond our- 
selves. We conceive uf a perfect justice and a 
perfect charity, and we must think of these 
qualities not as abstractions but as qualities in- 
hering in a being that is perfectly just and per- 
fectly good; aud hence that being is God. 

And baving by the moral qualities that, how- 
ever imperfect, are within ourselves a some- 
thing by which to know the same qualities in 
Gud, the Scriptures speuk to us as to those who 
can understand these terms when they are up- 
plied to him in whom they dwell in fullness and 
perfection. 

Let us turn a moment to some of these decla- 
rations of the Bible. God is good.“ Of Moses 
it is said: “And the Lord passed before him 
and prociaimed, The Lord, the Lora God, merci- 
ful aud gracious, long suffering, abundant in 
gooduess and truth.“ The psaimist — 1 0 
taste and see that the Lord is and 
again: “The goodness of Ge enodureth 
continuaily’*; and “He loveth righteousness 
and judgment”; and *Tnou, Lord, art good. 
and reudy to forgive, and pienteous in mercy 
unto all that call upon Thee The Bible telis 
of God's boliness. ** Be ye therefore holy, for I 
the Lord am holy’’; and all along this trutb is 
insisted upon as u ground and a reason for boli- 
ness in man. And so God is deciured to be pure. 
“Every word of God is pure”; and “ Thou art 
of purer eyes than to behold evil.“ Job said: 
“I will fetch my righteousness from afar, and 
will ascribe rightevusness to my Maker”: and 
David says: The Lord is riguteous in all His 
ways and boly in all His works": and Jesus 
cried: O righteous Father!’ and John io vis- 
ion saw the elders and redeemed casting 
their crowns before Him and crying, * Holy, 
Holy!’ And God is just: “A just God ana 
Savior”; and He is true: “Just and true are 
Thy ways, Thou king of saints’; and He is mer- 
ciful: * Keeping mercy for thousands and for- 
giving iniquity and sin.” 

The moral attractiveness of God is revealed 
‘tous under the analogies and experiences of 
life. He is the Father of all. He loves us as we 
love our children. He is a morai ruler, bas 
gives moral laws to men, and is setting up a 

ingdom of righteousness on the earth I ask 
you what is that sense of justice present in 
every human breast? Wust is that sense of 
right, of purity as universal asman? What is 
that voice forever crying in the earth that can- 
not be hushed? What is that power that through 
all bistory bas been working for righteousness? 
It is God; God everywhere that man is; God in 
history, God in goveroments, God working in 
men and through men that a perfect justice and 
charity shall reign on earth. 

Many are sayme in these days, as of old, 
“Show us the Father,” and are asking, “ Where 
is God?” What do they mean by this? Do they 
want to see a form reaching away bey nd 
Uranus? Do they want to see a face larger 
than the orbit of Jupiter, and eyes larger than 
the sun? Do they want to bear a voice louder 
than the thuuder? Gud is not and cannot be 
thus revealed. We have no senses to perceive 
such physical migutiness. “God is a spirit“; 
“ God is love”; God is truth, and justice, and 
mercy; and would you kuow God, see Goa, look 
within, listen to the voice that wherever 
you go, be attentive to the strivings of the spirit 
of justice and right that is forever present: look 
abroad u the scene of moral forces that are 
greater than ourselves, and that are dominating 
the world. Mankind do not create these t 
moral forces; they are here; * are of God: 
they are God. Aud by all that is beautiful in 
truth, and commanding in righ 


the Father, and it sufficeth us,” or with thi 
will — satietied, Jesus — ‘ante . ~ He 


tells how the penitent pubi 

looks around and takes a little child pu 
innocent, and tree from deception, and full of 
sweet trust, ano says these shall be greatest in 
the Kingdom of Gud. Would you know how the 
Father of all loves and pities mankind, go read 
the parable of the prodigai son, und there is the 
picture of God watching and waiting for every 
wanderer far out in tne cold and by 
hunger and want—wait to meet each one 
even when afar off. Would ou know the heart 
of God, the deepest love of the everlasting 
vicariousness of love, go back to the time wheo 
God bore with the peopie of old, and carried them 
upon his heart through all their wanderings, and 
then come down to Christ in the manger, and 
Christ in the mountain, and Christ in the storm, 
and Christ with sinners, and Christ healing the 
sick, anv Christ in the garden, and Curist be- 
trayed, and Christ arraigned, and tried, and con- 
demned, and smitten with a reed and dressed in 
mock apparel, and Christ nailed to the cross, and 
Christ preying for his murderers, and Christ 
dying for the world that knew bim not. 

Now, in all these things there are the elements 
that should attract the mind aud the heart. Ino 
the mwétapbysicul conception of God we have 
rising before the mind the whole worid of truth; 
the truth as expressed in fossil, and flower, and 
star; the truth as expressed in the world of art 
and beauty; the truth that is in all philosophy. 
And We have ail these in their rfeccion; and 
religion thus presents an attractive God 
to ail who love truth in any of its 
forms. Here the astronomer may worship 
as he nightly watches the heavens; here 
the lover of Nature may worship as he 
climbs the mountain or. sails the sea; here the 

bilosopber may worsbip as he turns within and 
looks upon the wonders of bis own mind; and 

ere the lovers of beauty and song may worship 
as they bring their offerings of art and music to 
God. And bere the moralist may worsbip as he 
looks upon the beauty of the morai order rising 
in the worid; and here the penitent may adore 
and love as God says, Thy sins are forgiven 
thee ; and here the redeemed soul may rejoice 
in the love that changes the heart and fills it 
with praise. 

And as we stand before all these great facts 
we must perceive a deep meaning in the words 
of Jesus when He said. And |, it I be lifted up, 
will draw all men unto Me.” Hesaw the elective 
affinities of all Nature doing their work; He saw 
sturs held to their mighty orbs; He saw atoms 
rushing to their places to form crystals, and 
grow great furests, and bloom io flowe 
and to form the delicate nerves offsignht an 
the wondertul brain of man. He saw all this; 
and He saw the souls of men wandering, 
Alus in the dark; away trom the truth and awa 
frum righteousness. But He knew the laws o 
soul affinity; the law by which minds and hearts 
are won; and He said: It 1 be lifted up I will 
draw all men unto Me.” Here will be a powerof 
attraction; here will be truth, and the lovers of 
truth, ne wise men,” will come from near and 
far, bere tney will find the reason of God, the 

ord that was with God and was made flesh; 
here they will learn to first stand back with God 
and then think out as the scene of creation and 
history wuateld. He knew the power of moral 
beauty and sacrifice; bow the world is ever 
Grawu to reai worth; how mankind admire 
moral perfection; how they will ever crown 
those ho live and die fora great cuuse. And 
kuowing this, He knew that His life would be- 
dome the ideal life among men; that His love, 
His euffering. His cruss would forever rebuke 
seltishness and sin; and would forever be the in- 
spiration that should lead men to live 
and die tor Him who dad died for 
them. He knew that to this cross 
would come the penitent, the weary, the aged, 
the dying. He knew that His cross would be the 
great uttraction and unifying power in the reaim 
of souls. And see how that proppesy is being 
tulnned! Then He had not where to lay His 
bead. Then He was despised and rejected 
among men—betrayed and crucitied; but now 
tempies to His name are in every land; now 
giad millions open their bearts and their homes 
10 His coming; and now miliions all over the 
earth are lifting up their holy hands in prayer. 
saying, Come. Lord Jesus,” come toour vearts; 
come with Thy love and power to ail, and rule 
aud save the worid! 

My triends, I intended, when I began this 
discourse, to bave discussed the subject under 
three heuds: An attractive God, an attractive 
life, and an attractive bope; but we have con- 
sumed our time upon the first proposition, and 
must leave the others for another Sabbath. 

Aud vow let me say, in closing, thai a religion 
that is to draw to its altars a worshiping world 
must lift up ao attractive God. Such, undoubt- 
edi, Gud is, when rightly conceived, and the 
religion of an attractive God must itself be at- 
tractive when correctly stated. It is my feeling 
and belief that the great beauty, and giory, and 
goodness of God ure as yet but dimly perceived. 
Aud oh? bow have maoy of the - ystems of so- 
called truth among men ciouded the face of our 
Heavenly Father—made Him not a Father, but 
a bard. cruel tyrant, filling all eternity with 
wuilings and despair. And, alas! wbat crueities 
huve there been even in the name of the lovi 
Corist? Butthe worn cometh, and the col 
and chill doctrines of despair are fading 
away, and is omi to fill all the worid of 
thougbt, and sentiment, and beauty; He is com- 

te be worshiped, not as a tyrant, through 
fear, but in love, as the best, the All- perfect, the 
ali-ioving and givriow® God and Father. Aud 
Jesus Christ, once despised, is now to human 
thought and love the fairest amoug ten thou- 
sund, and the ove aitogether lovely.“ And His 
up-lifted cruss is drawing to its great centres ot 
truth, and moral beauty, and sacrifice the

THE MOTHER OF JESUS. 
SERMON BY THE REV. GEORGE C. LORIMER! 
The Rev. George C. Lorimer delivered the sec- 
ond of a series of sermons on “The Christ of 
History” last eventng in the Immanuel Baptist 
Church, Miehigan avenue, near Twenty-third 
street, choosing as his theme “The Mother of 
Jesus.“ Eignt persons were baptized at the 
close, iu addition to six young people who were 
baptized at the morning service. Following is 
the evening discourse: 
Blessed art thou among women. — Luke, t., 28. 
On the southern siopes of Lebanon the little 
City of Nazareth, with its terraeed streets, its 
low, flat-roofed houses, and its radiant flower- 
gardeus, adorned with fig-trees, olives, and lux- 
uriant vines, slumbers gracefuily in a nest of 
hills. From tue highest elevation of the rugged 
amphitheatre, the rock from which our Savior's 
exasperated countrymen would have cust Him 
down, a maguifivent view is obtained of snow- 
crowned Hermon to the north, of Carmel and 
the Mediterranean to the west, of Mount Tabor 
towards the eust,and of the wide-sweep ing and 
once fertile Plains ot Esdraeton to the south. 
In this well-guarded town, where the air is pure 
and bracing from the mountain winds, and fra- 
grant from the breath of plants, and musical 
from the sung of birds, and where, if anywhere, 
traces of Eden's faded giory survive in Nature's 
loveliness, the sacred narrative begins. There, 
according to Luke, lived Mary, whom tradition 
regards as the daughter of Joachim, a Galitean, 
and of Anna, a nutive of Bethlehem, who in 
their old age, it is said, received ber as a gift 
of the Lord, and to Whose service they dedicated 
herin return. This religious consecration, how- 
ever, did not prevent au honest suitor—a devout 
and excellent, thougu commonplace, mau by 
the name of Juseph—from seeking and gaining 
a place in ber atlections. When she is first m- 
troduced to us by the inspired aunaliat, it is as 
the betrotbed of the carpenter-iover, whuse wife 
she was soon to be in fuct, as she already was in 
law. But while waiting the bour that was to 
mark ber departure from the parental roof an 
event occurred which changed the current of 
ber thoughts, and invested her character with 
peculiar sanctity. It was announced to her by 
the an 1 Gabriel that sbe was the chosen of 
God to the Virgin Mother of the promised 
Messiub—an honor which she meekly accepted, 
though it exposed her naturally to unjust sus- 
picions and to many bitter reproaches. The 
ange! did not fail to shield ber from the scora 
and coldness of her husband; neither did Prov- 
idence, in the accomplishment of its designs, 
begiect by various miraculous signs to assert 
ber innovence and purity4gCompelled by the 
decree of Augustus providing for a census of 
Roman Empire, wuudoubtediy with 
to taxatwo—a decree whose his- 
authenticity bas been vindicated 
Neander—to make the three days’ journey 
to Bethlehem of Judes, Mary, with Joseph, set 
out, and, worn aud weury, arrived safely ut her 
destination. And there, in that little town, six 
mies south of Jerusalem, famous as the birtb- 
place of David, and centurmes alter celebrated 
as the natal spot of Jerome's Latin version of 


the Scriptures; there, in the humbie.town, near 


the buriey-fielas of uaz, whose ancient name 
signified “ a house of bread,” was the second 
David, the Heaventy Word, the living and lin-

this sermon-series, and. without regarding our- 
selves as committed for or against the evangel- 
istic account, jet us continue our study of Je- 
sus’ mother, that we may measure her probable 
influence on His career, and that we muy derive 
from her example some lessons applicabie to 
woman iu her matérpal relations, aud in those 
which she sustains to the purity and progress of 
Unbristianity. 

Men of genius and piety seem never to weary 
of attributing to a mother’s inspiration the ex- 
5 they achieve and the triumphs they 
win. Painters end ts, statesmen and sol- 
diers, beroes and saints, delight in crowni 
with their victorious wreaths the 
brow of her at whose feet 
Augustine, Corysostom, 

Stantine, and many others prominent in the 
earlier history of the Church, were trained to 
greatness by the gentle sway of those who bad 
taught their infant feet to walk; and, in times 
more recent, the Washingtons, the Garfields, the 
Napoleons, and hosts of the noblest among the 
noble, bave thaokfully acknowledged their in- 
debtedness to the same lov power. Is it not, 
then, more than likely, that Jesus also wae in- 
fluenced by His mother, and that His character 
was in some degree affected by her own? We 
are told that He was subject unto her; we know 
that the formative period of His fe was spent 
almost exciusively in her society, ber husband 
dying, acc to tradition, soon after ber Son 
had passed His 12th year; aud we may be cer- 
tain, if, as we are assured by the sacred writers 
was the case, He accepted the conditions of 
human growth, that such intimacy could not 
exist without leaving a permanent impression 
on His mind and heart. I am not, bowever, 
acquaioted with any author who has taken into 
account this motherly influence in their esti- 
mate of Jesus, the friends of His divin- 
ity appareotiy fearing that coucessions 
on this point might be construed adversely 
to their favorit dogma, and the adberents of 
His creaturehood evideutly overiooking its im- 
portance. T fears are groundless; for, 
surely, if being born of a woman is compatible 
with His alleged divinity, being nurtured and 
developed by u woman canaot reasonably be 
regarded as inconsistent with it; and these fears 
are useless, for they will not preveut critical 
minds, when seeking to solve the problem of 
Christ's spirital greatness, from exhausting the 
nutural before they appeal to the supernatural. 

Iu determining bow fur Mary may be credited 
with what Jesus was and with what He did, we 
must familiarize ourselves with what Mary was 
herself. and likewise with what shedid. And 
here we are liable to be misied dy the legends 
which surround her, and by the pictures which 
art bas presented of ber. The first, we know, 
are utterly worthless, bearing on their frout the 
mark of pious mendacity; and the second, we 
are equally aware, has no other warrant than 
the authority of priests: and the third, no 
other foundation than the fancy of paiat- 
ers. Romanism bas exalted the Virgin to a 
position in the Church and Heaven hardly 
inferior, if not superior to that ascribed to ber 
Son; bas declared her absolute siulesness from 
the womb; bas organized in her honor au elab- 
orate worship, and bas reared to her name more 
altars than are dedicated in its sacred temples 
to the Godhead; and it bas cultivated the belief 
that she visibly reveals berself to the eyes of 
the faithful, while ber less merciful Son veiis 
Himself from sight in the splendid obsecurities of 
eternity. To these ecciésiastical fictions, un- 
fortunately. art bas lent itself, and bas done 
much by its brilllant triumphs to give them cur- 
rency. Schlegel informs as that Garofalo’s 
Madonna offers a most perfect ideal of serious 
Divinity. Toat is, his picturé is devoted to the 
actualization of tae Komish conception. Those 
of us who nave seen Kaphael's magnificent com- 
position at Dresden, in which the’ Virgin Mother 
hovers in the clouds, must have been impressed 
by the God-like sublimity of ber countenance 
and the mysterious stateliness of ber manner. 
Likewise, in the famous * Madonna di Foliguo“ 
by the same artist, she is surrounded with the 
nimbus, and appears to be wholly a creature 
of celestial origin: and Dürer. in bis 
great painting on the sams subject. preserved 
in the Dresden gallery, exalts the Virgin 
above the eurth, places the moon beneath ber 
feet, and glorifies ber brow witb tne descending 
crown of Heaven. These wonderful represent- 
ations, wonderful us art productions, have 
ten led to strengthen the thevlogical errors of 
the Papacy, and they bave almost entirety ob- 
scured the character of Mary aa it is given in 
the Gospels. If we would be delivered from illu- 
sions, and see her as she really was, we must 
break away from the paimters and appeal to the 
evangelists, and then we shall fad that she was 
a woman such as Mrs. Browning so eloguentiy 
describes, and from whose lips it were natural 
} such words should tall as the poetess in- 

ites: 

lam not proud—noet proud! 
Albeit in my flesh Gud sent His Son, 
Albeit over Him my head is bowed 
As others bow befure Him, still mine heart 
Bows lower thun their knees. O centuries 
That roll. in visiwn, your futurities 
My fucure grave athwart— 
W hose murmurs seem to reach me while I keep 
Watch o’er toils sieep— 
Say of-me as the Heavenly said, Thou art 
The blessedesi of women !’—biessedest, 
Not holiest, not nob.est—no higu name, 
Whose hight misplaced may pierce me like a 


shume, 
When I sit meek in Heaven. 


Mary is presented to us in the New Testament 
simply as a Woman, undoubtedly a remarkabie 
woman, but still and only a woman. The retiec- 
tion of ber imme on its pages suggests at 
once the idea of unsuiliea purity; and we feel 
how deserved the encoaiuim, quoted by Micbe- 
let: “She shone forth as dazzling snow, which 
the eye could hardly look at.“ Her devoutuess 
18 also apparent. Sho trusts the word of the 
angel, she accepts the will of God.and loses 
sight ot her own peril in the hoped-for deliver- 
anve of her people. There is nothing of frenzy 
in her piety, nor harshness, nor gloominess; it is 
not fanatical, like the Sibyl’s, nor stern lke 
Ipbigenia’s, nor frigid like the Vestal's. She is 
last seeu, in the sacred narrative, waiting with 
the Disviples for the descent of the Spirit; and 
tous, at the close of her life, as at the beginuing, 
she evinces her confidence in the promises of 
God. [Luke, i, and Acts, ] When she replies 
to the sulutation of Elizabeth, we discover, sbin- 
ing through ber words, a faith that is warm, joy- 
ous, radiant, and musical. Her religion is sunny, 
cheerful, hopeful, and yet withalit is deeply 
thoughtful. This very magnificat reveals a 
mind given to reflection, and one familiar with 
the ancient. scriptures. (Compare I. Saw., ii., 
I-, with Luke, 1. 46-55.] Hannah's exultant 
strains seem to have awakened the Vir- 
in's song, and to have decided the 
direcuon of its flight; but the freedom 
of its measure indicates a soul as capable of 
ordert its own ideas as of appreciating the 
ideas of others. The meaning of the snepuerds' 
visit to the babe she is said to have pondered in 
her breast, as ut a later day sue did the mysteri- 
ous words of her Son, and at ocher times her at- 
titude is one of serious meditation. [Luke ., 
19 and 51.) <Aceording to these deliteations, 
Mary was not a shallow, frivolous, flimsy, world- 
ly woman, but one fuily qualitied by earnestness, 
intelligence, and godliness to heip shape the 
character of ber eufld. And in doing this she 
evinces what we would expect from such a wom- 
an, the greatest tact and the deepest sympathy. 
When she sought the youthful Jesus in Jerusa- 
lem, the authority she asserted she gently ex- 
ercised, as recogaiz in Hima spirit which 
needed to be governed reverently and tenderly. 
She indulges in no barsh epithets and iu no un- 
generous retiectionson Hisapparent precovious- 
ness, but jovingiy wins Him back tv filial obe- 
dience by the dignity of ber manner and the 
mildness of her reproauches. The same ju- 
dicivusness distinguisnes ber after her Soon en- 
ters on His public ministry. At the wedding in 
Cana His manner Seems to have grown reserved 
towards her, but she seems intuitively to realize 
how seavily burdened His dead and heart 
must be with the weighty concerns of His mis- 
sion, and, therefore, to have taken no offense, 
and to have been only anxious to shield Him 
trom the vaio 9 of others. Never 
does she interfere with His work; rarely does 
she embarrass Him with ber presence; aud when 
she does it is rather to express her fears for His 
safety than to ineumber Him witb the officious- 
ness of her advice. [See Luke ii., 48-52; John ii., 
5; Matthew, XII., 46; Luke, viii., 19.) On these 
occasions it is really her sympathy that calis ber 
forth from her ret:rement. Sue discovers His 
periis, bas dim forebodings of His violent end, 
and never appears to forget the sword of which 
the angel spoke, and which was to pierce her 
own soul likewise. Holman Huat in bis picture, 
Tue Shadow of- the ropreseuts Jesus in 
His bome at Nazareth, standmg io a position 
which, when shadowed of the wall, the 


da v led her to exclaim: 
Bright angels move not! lest ye stir cloud 
Betwixt my soul ond His futu ö = 
How could she do otherwise than pathize 
with ber Son, and dow could she refrain from 
its manifesta enemies multiplied 
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retiective in duty? 
should she answers: ne. observant of 
peculiarities of your 1 study 
their wars, do not oo directly 
or too violently to your ends; do not ridicule or 
deride them, but adapt vourseives to their weak- 
nesses, charm them into obedience, and by your 
abundant sympathy with them in their trials, 
ambitions, and disappointments secure both 
the homage of their bead and heart. This is 
safe counsel. If applied the result cannot fail 
to be beneficial. All that is ex ed may not 
be realized, but much that would otherwise be 
inevitable will be averted. The worst character 
will be better than it would be it in early years 
it has enjoyed these advantages, und 
sibitity of its improvement will be enba by 
. ther Christ will not 
poring ties these means, for,through all the ages, 
r has—enough to convince us that there 
was something io Him higher and different from 
ordinary bumanity—but Christians may; and 
next to the bi ness of the Christ is 
the blesseduess of multipiying His disciples. 

And this thougut leads me to another. Mary, 
by ber relation to Christianity, speaks to women 
as well as to mothers. She reminds them of 
their influence on religion, and of their respon- 
sibility for its perpetuity. It is a curious 
and instructive fact that ancient and 
even superstitious faiths recognize their 
dependence on womun. The Artemis 
of the 8 daughter of Jupiter, 
identical with the Diana of the Latins, wus a 
female divinity whose favor was sought by all, 
but especially by the young. Athena, the Ro- 
man Minerva, who sprang full-armed from the 
Drow of her mighty father Zeus, was worshiped 
in all parts of Greece, and was the patron-divin- 
ity of Athens; and to them both were such 
prayers addressed as the suppiiant offers in 
Aschyius, “Chaste daughter of Zeus, thou 
whose calm eve is never troubled, look down 
upon us! Virgin, defend the virgins.” Hestia 
among the Grulso, and Vesta among the 
mans, were represented by the sacred fire, 
teaching that the flame of piety, like that other 
flame which rises on the bearth, must be kindied 
and maintained by woman's care. Similar tra- 
ditions prevailed amoug the Germans and 
Scandinavians, and, indeed, the Northern na- 
tions have generaily the wife as the 
priestess of the family. Consistently with these 
views, female mora yen carefully guarded 
by the ancients, The Romans would not permit 
their wowen to taste wine. The famous Bona 
Dea was a wife named Fatua, remarkable for 
ber purity, who, in an evil bour, violated the 
Roman law, and, being found intoxicated, was 
scourged to death by her husband. He after- 
ward repented of his haste, and 
ber divine honors; but goes 
to show bow intolerant the times 
were of any kind of detiiement in woman. It is 
related of che German wives, whose husbands 
were conquered by Marius, that, their requests 
to become servants of the Vestals being denied, 
they committed suicide, rather than incur the 
danger of personal contamination—a story 
illustrates how tborouguiy the prevailing senti- 
ment had mastered the conscience of the weaker 
sex as of the strunger. Now, in what other way 
can these ideas and customs be accounted for 
than that already suggested? They can be ex- 
piained by the conviction that the religious life 
of a nation is inseparabie from faith, piety, and 
purity in woman, and for her to abandon 
the altars and cease to frequent the tetaples 
would result in the ruin of both. Any other ex- 
planation is inadequate. But if we are in doubt 
of its soundpess, we need only recall the in- 
debtedness of primitive Cnrristianity to woman. 
The Gospels and episties record r abundant 
and successful labors in its behalt. There we 
tind no jealousy of ber influence, and no plans 
to circumscribe her power. Historg chronic 
her seif-sacriticing endeav and names 
Helena, Flacitia, Pu:cheria, biola, Paula. and 
of many others are bonored as friends of 
Jesus. p to the year 369 she occupied 
stations in the Church, but iu that year in the 
Council of Laodicea 3 dominance prevailed 
aguinst ber, and in the üfth century three other 
councils completed ber bumiliation. Of late, 
however, these wrongs are being remedied, and 
the Church is returning tothe juster faith of 
olden times; and everywhere it is being ac- 
knowledged that the zeal, tact, tenderness, and 
energy of woman are indispensabie to Chris- 
tianity, and must be permitted free scope if 
Christianity is to advance and triumph. 

My sisters, power and influence involve re- 
spousibility, Oo this point Mary's example 
speaks to you. She accepted the position as- 
signed ber by Providence, though it entailed 
shume and suffering, as well as bonor, and 
though it rendered her unpleasgantly conspicu- 
ous. Looking through the ages on her calm and 
— countenance, as she accepts her mission 

rom God, learn to take up your duty, quent 
firmly, and in His fear. See to it. tiratof ali, 
that you, too, are mothers of Christ—of Chirst 
born in your heart, the hope of glory—ana then, 
inthe spirit derived from Him, devote your- 
gel ves as earnestiy to His use a6 the Virgin 
was devoted to His person. will your ob- 
ligation be met, and then will religion be prvs- 
pered and bumanity be biessed; and then as the 
Parthenon, Athens’ grandest tempie, was dedi- 
cated to Athens’ pares: woddess, shall Christiani- 
ty, the temple of God, forever sho forth the 
praise of woman. 


GAMBLING, 
SERMON BY THE REV. DR. GOODWIN. 

The Kev. Dr. Goodwin preached in the First 
Congregational Church last evening, taking as 
his text: 

Then the soldiers, When they bad crucified 
Jesus, took His garments and made tour parts, 
to every soldier a part: and also His coat: now 
the coat was without seam, woven from the top 
throughout. 

They said, therefore, ameng themselves: Let 
us not rend it, but cast lots; for it, whose it 
shall be; that the Scripture might be fulfilled, 
which saith, ‘They parted my raiment among 
them, aud for my vesture they did cast ots. 
These things, therefore, the soidiers did.—John, 
Tür., 23, 24, 

It was just the same, said the speaker, then as 
now. Those Roman soldiers, however, bad a 
better excuse for gambling over the garments 
of Christ than men had now for playing at 
chance. Thén they knew no better; now they 
knew it meunt poverty, sin, and suffering. It 
had been said that discussion of the question 
wus useless, but to talk about gambling had be- 
come a necessity, and it was right and proper to 
ask what should be the relation of the citizens 
and the law- makers to these gambling-houses. 
If what he bad beard about young men was 
true, the public had a right to be interested. 
A young mao had lately told bim thata large 
number of his uaintances were frequenters 
of these places. Tne question cuncerned men 
of business. The clerks of men who sat in the 
pews of the church bad been found to be de- 
taulters because they had become addicted to 
gambiing. Another reason for discussing the 
question was co find out what they were to do as 
citizens. He believed that whatever was cov- 
ered by the jaw relating to gambling was a law- 
less spirit, whether it was in the gilded den, the 
Board of Trade or the Stock Exchange. It was not 
known, probably, how widespread this evil was. 
It had existed from time immemorial, and ail 
the laws. especially from the English down, bad 
denounced gambimg. But bere gamDitng was 
not regarded as iawiess. I: flourished in the 
open wr. Men bet ou the Board of Trade, and 
it was considered legitimate. The jury in the 
Robert Law case bruught in the verdict “not 
guilty.” As he understood the preseot inter- 
pretation of our municipal laws. gambling could 
not be put down.

CARS BY CABLE. 
PROSPECT THAT SOUTH SIDERS WILL SOON BE 
USING THEM—STRINGING THE CABLE. 

Shortly after midnight Saturday nigut prep- 
arations were made to string a portion of the 
cable iu the channel on Statestreet. The object 
in waiting until so late an hour was to avoid the 
interference of any crowd of curiosity-seekers, 
and to have a clear street for the operation, 
ouly ne night-cars running after 12 o'clock. 
Saturday afternoon the cable had been removed 
from one of the drums, and one end of it run 
over the winders to the wheel under the street. 
A force of men then ran it down under the east 
track to the manbole at Twentieth street, and 
there it remained until the grip-crrs were 
brought out at nigbt. Turee of these cars were 
run out ou to the track, and the grips

and 
slow pace, dragging the heavy iron wire along 
through the channei. When the weirut became 
tov heavy for the horses, the seeond car, drawn 
by four horses, was attached. and then the third 
car was put on. The twelve powerful horses did 
good work, and moved slowly down toward Mad- 
ison street, carrying the immense weight after 
them. Numerous stops for rest were made, 
it was nearly 4 o'clock when Madison street was 
reached. Here the end of the cable wus secured 
and the cars were taken back to the barv. 
Yesterday the man sent on from Philadelphia 
to do the splicing of the cable went to work and 
spliced the engine- house end of the strung 
length of cable onto auother length taken from 


one of the drums. The two lengths were lapped 


nearly lw feet, and the job of splicing them 
occupied four or tive Bours. The splicing re- 
vires great care and an experienced workman, 
t the splice shall be smooth and without auy 
detects, so that it W. tit che grips. 

Late last uncut the three grip-cars, with their 
twelve horses, were brought down to the corner 
of State and Madison streets. Here they took 
up the end of the cable which they had brought 
duwn from Twenty-first street. and carr-ed it 
back under the west track to the engine- house. 
‘Today it will be ¢piiced onto the engiue-heuse 
ead und the endiess chain between Madison 
street and the engine-house. This will be 
run a few days béftvre any cars are put on it. 
The cabie on the dowu-towa belt, and that be- 
tween the engine-bouse and Thirty-ninth street, 
will be put io shortly. and thea will be 
ready to be putin operadon.

How the Grand Trunk Lost the Chi- 
cago & Portage Road. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. Pau, Minn., Jan, 22.—A number of gentie- 
men eonnected with the Chicago, Portage & Su- 
perior Railway are in St. Paul, and among them 
is H. Farwell, formerly of the Grand Trunk Kail- 
way, who was superintending the work on the 
lower end, and who acted as spokesman for the 
party tonight in an interview with a TRIBUNE 
reporter. The others are A. B. Sehofield and his 
brother, sous of W. H. Schofield. of New York, 
President of the company, and A. C. Titus, En- 
gineer of the road. Mr. Farwell says: We have 
been sold out. One man's interests have prevailed 
over those of 1.300,“ and states in substance as 
follows: “ The air line is for a railway between 
Chicago and Superior, and has a land grant for 
sixty-tive miles of its leugth, or more particu- 
larly from a point néar North Wisconsin Junc- 
tion. between the towns of Veazie and Chandler, 
to Superior. It is 418 miles long, exclusive of 
branches, and is sure to prove a valuable prop- 
erty. About sixty miles of the lower portion is 
graded and bridged, and lots ot gtonework is 
putin on this portion, running a point 
fuurteen miles south of the northern line of II- 
linois to Jefferson, Wis. Of the upper sixty 
five miles at least twenty-five are ready for the 
rails, and at the time of this sudden disclosure 
of the sale to the Omaha at least 1.40 men and 
180 teams were at work. The officers of the Chi- 
caro & Portage are W. H. Schoueid, New York, 
President; C. J. Barnes,-Cnicago, Vice-Presi- 
deut: Willis Gaylord, New York. Secretary; and 
A. A. Jackson, Jane: otlte, Solicitor. The con- 
tract for the grading of the land-grant part of 
the road, thé sixty-five miles referred to, 
was let to the Anglo-American OCon- 
struction Company, of which H. G. 
Angie, of New York, is President. For 
aught I know he is the company. I sever heard 
of any one else in authority. Thomas M. Nei- 
son, ot Superior, is Acting Superintendent, and 
is given plenary powers, so far as [I can learn, 
by Angie. The sixty miles at the lower part of 
the roud was graded by the expenditure of 
about $1,000,000, and the original land grant 
given to the three Barnes brothers (publishers, 
of New York and Chicago), this man Angle, A. 
A. Jackson, the Janesvilie man who aided in 
getting the grant through the Legisiature and 
in other legal busivess, Thomas Rogers. 
the engineer of the Original road. 
and others whom 1 don't remember, but the 
barnes brothers were the principal stockholders. 
There ts an issue of $10,uuu,000 or more secured 
by mortgage on the road-bed, but the $1,000,000 
is what is Known as * paid-up stock,“ and is all 
in the hands of Jackson, who owns very little of 
it, but has a power of attorney from other 
owners. la tact, | guess the stock was truns- 
ferred to bis name, so that there could not’ be a 
bost of parties to be recoguized.

Details of the New Trunk Lines Agree- 
ment—Each Company to Give a Sub- 
siamtial Piedge ot lis Good Faith. 
The New York Herald publishes the following 

detaiis regurding the new trunk lines agreement: 

It would seem that the great wur of rates be- 
tween the truuk lines terminating at Boston, 
New York, Philadelphia, and Baltimore is at 
length effectively ended on a solid basis of 
peace. The result is in some respects a disap- 
poiatment for the interests of which Mr. Wiil- 
iam H. Vanderbilt is the bead, while in others it 
is a substantial victory. The former considera- 
tion, however, seems to have outweighed the 
latter in the estimation of investors and specu- 
jators in stocks. as the Pa ye uf New York Cen- 
tra! & Hudson River fell yesterday morning, 
on the partial publication of the conciusions 
reached in the conference on Thursday, from 
135 to 184. As the full details became known, 
however, there was a siight recovery. 

The most important puint for which Mr. 
Vanderbilt coutended—most important as in- 
volving u precedent for future pooling arrange- 
ments even utter the present one shall have 
expired or been abrogated—was carried, and as- 
sures the good faith of the present treaty. This 
is the provision for a money forfeit to be 
deposited with the Commissioner of the trunk 
lines as a guarantee of the stipulations of the 
agreement. It is probable that hereafter no 
pool will ever be formed without this ptedze as 
a basis, as both railroud men and shippers have 
come to the conclusion taat in no other way cun 
it be made practicaliy binding. “ recent 
decision of a prominent Judge that such agree- 
ments have no logal force,” said a railroad man 
yesterday, “makes it all the more 
necessary that some means should 
be provided ior hoiding the contracting 
parties to their word. You see the fact that 
corporations are impersonal is sometimes 
aguinst them when they bave deaiings with one 
another. Were ita matter between two busi- 
ness-men the considerntions of honor and 
reputation might of themselves be strong 
enough to inaure a straightforwura course. But 
l regret to say that they seem entirely foreign 
to the patnre of railroad companies.“ 

A Heraid reporter was recerved by Mr. Albert 
Fink ve werday in tho rooms of the J »int Ex cu 
tive Commuwee of the truuk line mauagers in 
the New York Life-iusurance building, at the 
corner of Leouard street and Broudway. 

* What are the exact terms of the agreem ent 
made yesterday? asked the reporter. 

“I will give them to you in outline and you 
may take them down. agreement between 
the trunk lines contemplated the reference of 
the question of differential rates to a com- 
mission of three prominent men who are not 
identified in any way with either of the seaboard 
cities or with railroads.

“Il notice, Mr. Fink, that you do not state 
whether the cluim of differential rates made by 
the Pennsylvania and Baitimore & Ohio il- 
roads hus been recogmzed. Telegrams from 
Philadelphia on the authority of officers of the 
Pennsyivania Railroad suy that it has. Let me 
read you one of them: 

“Officers of the Pennsy!vania Railroad state 
that the result of the conference of the trunk- 
line representatives vesterday was a practical 
settiement of the differences which have so long 
been pending between them. It i understood 
that a pool was formed on an agreement that is 
to continue in force for five yeurs,a heavy 
money forfeit to be made in the event of a vio- 
lation. This pool will cover passenger as well 
as freight rates, and many of the questions in- 
volved are to be submitted to a board of three dis- 
interested and competent arbitrators, who are to 
be jointly selected bv the companies concerned. 
They will hear the statements of various Boards 
of Trade aud other commercina! bodies and will 
make areportto the pool. These arbitrators 
have not yet been chosen. Differential 
rates are for the present to be recognized, a dif- 
ference of two cents per 100 pounds being made 
between New York gad Philadelphia.’ *’ 

All of that is correct,” said Mr. Fink, ex- 
cept the phrase many of the questions involved 
are to be submitted,’ etc. The quesaon of dif- 
ferential rates is the only one which is to be 
submitted to a Board of Commissioners.

in the papers as Col. Cole. As soon as he gets to 
Atlanta he sends tor some newspaper man, and 
the next morning interview with bim is 
given to the publiq in which de tells of some 
magnifivent strike that de is going to make. 
The consequence is that before he wets ready to 
act sume other king, with more brains and less 
vanity, comes along and takes the wind out of 
Cole’s sails, and he finds that he is again

Cole at one time taught a singing-school in 
Hale County. in this State, and it is sugwested 
that he was more successfui iu that line tnan be 
bas been in railroading. A short time ago be 
lost the control of one of his principal lines in 
Alabama through some inertness upon bis part 
and the enterprise of the Louisville & Nashville, 
which system captured the property from the 
tips of bis fingers. Anda short time afterward 
he ullowed the Cincinnati Southern to slip from 
his hands and go into the control of the Woilf 
ayndicate. A prominenf railroad official told me 
tonight that, in his opinion, Col. Cole bas virtu- 
ally been out of the control of the system for 
several months past—ever since he failed to 
capture the Ciocinnati Southern, which piece of 
property would have a tbe western feeder 
tor the East Teanessee system if it had been 
captured. In this section of the country Col. 
Cole's reputation as a railroader was construct- 
ed by the newepapers, and it is stated that bis 
reputation bas cost him no little money. I was 
talking to a Director of the Western & Atlantic 
Railroad today, and he meouoned one item of 
$25,000 paid out by Cole in this way for newspa- 
per puffs. He is regarded as a “fat take” for 
the newspapers to get hold of. The idea that he 
has worked so bard that he needs rest is laughed 
at upon aibsides, as a more healthy specimen of 
numanity is bard to find in any seccont. The 
West, with its famed reputation for healthy. ro- 
bust, and vigorous specimens of manhood, 
could not produce a tiner-looki subject than 
Cot. Cole. his being so, then, as have suid be- 
fore, idea of such a thing 
causes smiling and continuous 
grinning the absurdity of such 
an excuse for his retirement. I have talked to 
quite a number of railroad officials of late upon 
the subject of Cole’s leave of absence, and they 
seem to be of the opinion that he is out ror all 
time to come with the East Tennessee & Vir- 
ginia people, and probabiy out of railroading 
altogether. I must confess that the fact of his 
getting out was received with much surprise 
here by the public generally, as the excuse was 
rather tissue-like. in certain circles, however. 
the change in the maungoment created no stir, 
as it was expected. Over une month ago a 
prominent railroad man told me that he knew it 
to be a fact that Cole's people were getting tired 
of him. and that he would not be surprised if 
Cole was dropped out when the Directors met.

Another Proposition for an Independ- 
ent Party. 

All citizens in favor of cheap electric light. 
two-cent car fares, wages insuring bonesty, and 
of the destruchon of the source of corruption 
among the city’s servants were invited by the 
Socialists to meet at Mechanics’ Hail, 54 West 
Lake street, yesterday afternoon; 
thirty responded to the invitation. George M. 
Sioan opened the debate by reading the follow- 
ing report from the com mittee deputed to inquire 
into the city’s ills, and the remedies therefor: 

We respectfully report that the Mayor openly 
refuses to put in foree the city ordinances 
against various forms of crime, and though 
elected to be a terror to evil-doers is quite the 
reverse. The Common Couneit is shumeiesiy 
corrupt, and sells to avaricious and unscrupu- 
lous men for a price the property and 
rights it was selected to protect. That tne 
sanitation is deplorable, ana its death rate of 
37.4 per 1,000 for the lust year, the worst of any 
city of its size in tne civitized world, bids fair 
this yearto be greater. The streets ure only 
partially paved, reek with pestilence, and are 
no better for traffic than country roads; and the 
sewerage is not one-tenth of its requirements. 
Of its chiidren of school age, the city makes 
tye ag of giving schooling to 60,000 of the 
00,000; but by its absurd system of grading— 
perhaps necessary to enable its few teachers to 
manage in some way their classes—the great 
mass of school children but little benefit. 
That the city permits 26,000 children to be raised 
as bigots in sectarian schools, stunts physically 
9,000 in factories and worksbops whe. too im-

Cotwunus, O., Jan. 16, 1882.—Tw the Editor of 
the Cincinnatt Commercial: Just after the dis- 
cussion of the battle of Shiloh by Gen. Sherman 
and others at Cincinnati last April the Legis- 
lature adjourned, and I started for California 
and other parts of the Far West in segrch of 
health and rest. Weary from the long ride, I 
turned aside for a few days’ rest at Santa Fs. 
N. M. Gen. Lew Wallace was at that time Gor- 
ernor of New Mexico. My traveling companion 
was Lieut. Alex 8. Bacon, a graduate of West 
Point Military Academy and late /Lieutenant in 
the First United States Artillery. Other gentle- 
men had joined ns whose faces, likewise, were 
turned toward California. Lieut. Bacon and 
myself persuaded them to stopat Santa Fé. 
Gen. Wallace was a personal friend of mine, 
and one evening during the first week in May I 
invited the gentlemen to accompany me to the 
Palace.,“ that we might pay our respects to 
Gen. Wallace. I met the genial Governor at the 
door, and was greeted cordially. 

After answering a number of questions put to 
me, and talking over some matters in which we 
both were mutuatly interested, I called the Gen- 
eral’s attention to Gen. Sherman's statement 
about the battle of Shiloh, when the following 
conversation took place: 

“It seems, General, as if the interest in the 
dark problem as to whether our army was sur- 
prised at Shiloh will nev erabate?’ 

Gen. W allace—Y es: but it's rather hard on 
some of us who occupied responsible places in 
the army engaged at Shiloh to endure in silence 
the abuse that bas been coutinually heaped upon 


us. 

“You were in that engagement, General, and 
commanded a division?” 

Gen. W.—Y es, I was. And a great many persons 
ever since that battle have been industriously 
engaged in trying to prove two thing#—viz.: 
That lwasa coward, and, therefore, did not 
burry to the front; or that through ignorance of 
the topography of the country lost my way and 
failed to reach the battie-field in time to render 
efficient support. e 

* But it seems to me, General, that you owe it 
to the truth of history and to yourself as well 
to break the silence and tell the whole truth 
about Shiloh. The country would be greatly in- 
terested in anything vou might say about an 
uffair of such great moment as the battle of 


Shiloh.” 
Gen. W =o: I do not intend to break the 


silence. My lips are seaied while I live; but I 
hdve written a book which, when I am dead and 
gone, will be given to the public. it will give 
the true history of the battie of Shiloh. It will 
be just to Grant, Sberman, Prentiss, McClernand, 
and all others high in command during the bat- 


tle. 

** But, General, we woulda be giad to have you 
give us your personal recoliections of the battle 
of Shiloh. I am sure my young friends here 
would be delighted and instructed.” 

The biack eyes of the gallant General began to 
sparkie; he drew his chair closer to his table, and 
ran his fingers through his dark hair, sprinkled 
here and there with a few threads of gray. The 
gentlemen present drew their chairs cluser to 
the tahle, and the General, turning to me, laid 
his left hand on my right arm and said: “If you 
are not in a hurry, Col. Williams, I will give you 
a fair description of the battle of Shiloh—a true 
statement of the whole affair.“ 

Very good, General. I should feel myself 
very atly obliged to you if you were to favor 
me w « such an instructive narration.’ 

Gen. W.—i the first. place, I will draw you a 

of the battle-deid and the position occu- 

ied by the different comman {Here the 
nerul drew a map descriptive of the various 
pesitions.}] On the morning of the 6th of April, 
1862, { heard the firing of Prentiss’ pickets, and 
ordered my division to be put in readiness to 
march ata moment's notice. I bad my head- 
uurters on a steamboat at Crump's Landing. 
About half-past 7 o'clock Gen. Grant came up 
from his beaaquarters at Savannah, which was 
about four miles below Crump’s Landing. His 
boat steamed up by the side of my boat and was 
made fast. I went out on the guard and saluted 
bim, when the foliowing conversation took 


lace: 

* Gen. Grant — Have you beard the firing? 

Gen. Wallace — Les; since early this morning. 

Gen. G.—What do yuu think of it; do you 
think it is a geveral engagement? 

Gen. W.—Yes, Ido. Woat shail I do? 

Gen. G.—Have your division in position to 
move at a moment's notice. 

Gen. W.—I have already done that. 

They turned loose the lashings* and Gen. 
Graut’s boat steamed away. When it had gone 
but a sbort distance I called out. Vo you think 
I bad better march at once to the front?’ 

Gen. G.—No! Remain in position where you 
are until you get orders from me to move. 

Gen. W.—I went ashore and said to wy or- 
deriy, Saddle one of my horses and hitch him 
to that tree on the bank and remain with bim. 
lf any man attempts to take him, except be has 
an order from Gen.Grant for me, shoot him 
down.” I then mounted another horse and rode 
off to my division. The fring grew sbarper and 
nearer. The officers of my division crowded 
around me and discussed the question as to the 
progress of the battle. About a quarter past 11 
o'clock Lrecugnized my horse coming up the 
road on a dead run, bearing, as 1 de- 
lieved, the message from the front. A 
buzz of excitement ran along the col- 
umn. In a moment more the horse was 
bauled in. and the rider. a Quartermaster on 
Gen. Grant's staff (whose name I withhold. 1 
believe he is living in Chicago at present), who 
saiuted me and sad: Gen. Grant’s compli- 
ments to Gen. Lew Wallace.” Whereupon he 
drew frorm bis beit and banded me the following 
order: Leave sufficient troops to guard the 
public property at Crump’s Landing, and move 
with the rest of your division to Pittsburg 
Landing. and form line of battle by echelon of 
regiments by right-angle with the river.” I 
now noticed that the order was not signed, and 
was Written upon the halt of a sheet of fools- 
cap paper, spattered with tobacco spittle, and 
bea the prints of the naiis of a boot-heel. I 
asked the officer why the order was not signed. 
He repiied as follows: “Gen. Grant gave me 
this order on the battle-fleld, and when I got on 
the boat, for fear I would forget it, I picked up 
this sheet of paper from the cabin-floor and re- 
produeed the dispaten.“ | was satisfied with 
the explanation, and asked, 
the battle?“ When he replied: 

them.“ and, waving dis hand over his head 
exultingly, rode of. lrepeated the good news 
to the officers that crowded around my horse 
anxious for word from the battie-fiela. I was 
ready to march by 12 o'clock, and had my divis- 
ion on the road. The road leading from Crump’s 
Landing to Purdy and from Crump's Landing 
over the upper road to Snake Creek had been 
daily and hourly patroled by my troops for at 
least a week. Il was perfectly fawiliar with the 
topography of the country for a dozen miles 
around me. During the week I remained at 
Crump’s 2 the scouts would come in 
bringing sucu words as, “ The roads are clear,” 
No enemy in sight, etc. Two things put to- 
gether led me = move on the road toward Pur- 
dy, expecting to pass over Snake Creek and 
come into AA. on Sberman's right, which 
rested on Snake Creek. 

[But that was not the direct road to Pittsburg 
Landing, but away from the Landing, up in the 
country a couple of miles. Thus, by his own

The country was thoroughly scoured, and by 
the time the columns lapped the disup winting 
information fell upou me like a wet bianket— 
there wes no road but the one over which we 
und just come from Crump’s Landing. Ot 
course If I bud ordered my division to a “right 
about,” I could uuve reached Pittsburg Landing 
somewhat earlier than 1 did, Back we went. 
When we reached the river road Gen. Rawlins 
rode up tome and said: “Please hurry up. |!

Landing.” The sun was now going down. My 
troops were atready showing signs of fatizue. 
Just before we reached the bridge on the river 
road crossing Snake Creek, we came to where 
the way parted. Gen. Rawlivs, who had come 
to show me the road to Pitishure J. n 
was lost! Rut | bad a man who was fa 
millar with the road, and who acted as guide. 
it was quite dark when | crossed the bridge. | 
found a.sharp-shooting regiment near the 
bridge, which wok fright at my coming, and !

i moved off to the right,. hugging Soake Creek, 

and moved forward into position. About 10 
o'clock at vight Gen. Grant rode up and gave 
me orders to Open the battle in the morning, as 
soon as I could see the outlines of a man. On 
the morning of the 7th | opened the battle ut 

daylight: I charged the enemy up a bill, and | 
must confess that I did not see any Union troops 
on my left until I reached the crest of the ui. 

Here the Rebels, on the opposit side of the hold, 

in front of me, sheltered by ligbt timber, poured 
a galling fire into my, runks. The enemy, how- 
ever, gave way for a moment, and then, with 
desperate courage, my division swept across the 
tield. Sherman supported me, while Gens. Nel- 
gon and Crittenden held the left wing of the 
army that had suffered so severely the day be- 
fore. The troops fought with magnificent valor, 
and the Kebeis gave way. rank after rank, until 
at nicht fall our army had 2 very foot 
of ground lost the previous day. 

Now, as to the pertinent question.“ Was our 
army surprised at Shiloh?” If by surprised“ 
is meant the falling of a foe suddenly and unex- 
pectedty upon an army in bivouac, T suy, no— 
our army was not surprised at Shiloh. But, if 
you mean by surprise an army atigeked by the 
enemy before its General bad timeé’to dispose his 
troops in battle array, I answer, yes—our army 

wus surprised at Shiloh. I saw the dead in front 
of the tents occupied the Saturday night before 
the battle by Sherman's troops, it appears that 
the troops bad received the enemy in front of 
their quarters as best they could; but there were 
many evidences on the Du ttietic id to lead me to 
the conciusion that the Union army was not 
prepared for a geueral enwagement on the morn- 
ing of the 6th of April, 1862. 

About two years afterward | beard that Gen. 
Grant bad preferred charges against me on ac- 
count of my alleged ineficiency during the bat- 
tle of Shiloh. Some said | lost the road; others 

said i was a coward. I immediately wrote Sec- 
retary Stanton and deman@ed a court-martial. 
The Secretary of War replied that asiwas a 
Major-General the court would have to be com- 
posed of Major-Generals; that at that stage of 
the War he could not afford to spare suflicient 
Major-Generak to compose the court, Where- 
upon I wrote to Gen. Grant, reproducing the 
order Lhad received trom him, and gave a de- 
tailed account of my movements during the first 
day of the battle of Shiloh. You see the 
order I received that day was: “Leave 
sufficient troops to guard the public prop- 
erty at Crump’s Landing, and move with the 
rest of your division to Pittsburg Landing, form 
line of battle by echelon of regiments by right- 
angles with the river.“ But Gen. Grant said 
this ia the order that he gave: Leave sufficient 
troops to guard the public property at Crump's 
Landing, and move with the rest of your divis- 
ion by the river road to Pittsburg Landing, form 
line of battle by echelon of regiments by right- 
angles with the river.”” Now you see where the 
fatal mistake came in! Tue young officer who 
brought the dispatch left out its important feat- 
ure, which was to move “by the river road.” 

f that clause had been in the dispatch | re- 
celved from Gen. Grant, I would have been on 
the battlefield about 2 o'clock, and would have 
saved the army from rout. 

For two years Gen. Grant had not spoken to 
me, but immediately upon the receipt of my 
letter of expianation be sent me an invitation 
to become bis guest at City Point, Va., where I 
again verbaily reiterated the statement I bad 
made to him in my letter. He changed his views 
and feelings on this matter, and made a memo- 
randum in the War Department in defense of 
my conduct at the battle of Shiloh. 

This is a true, unvarnisned story of the part I 
took in the battle of Sbiloh. 1 feel, and shall 
ever feel, that I did my duty as 1 understood it; 
obeyed such oders as 1 received, to the letter, 
anc shall commit my conduct to the considerate 
judgment of the unimpassioned and unbiased 
historians and readers of the future. 

The General brought down bis fist on his desk 
with emphasis. Witbgreat respect, your obedi- 
ent servant, GRORGE W. WILIIAus.

CANADA'S POSITION. 


A General Feeling in Favor of That 
Country Governing Iisell. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

Crnicaao, Jan. 2.—Among the rising genera- 
tion of native-born Canadians there has been of 
late a remarkable growth of a national feeiing 
and a desire for the elevation of the Dominion 
from its position asa colony into the full dig- 
nity of an independent nation. None of the 
chiefs of the parties have as yet declared them- 
selves in favor of secession, but that will doubt- 
less come in due time; but the expression of 
Opinion is beginaing to be more open. It is not 
that feeling of respect and esteem for the reign- 
ing British sovereign is becoming less than for- 
merly, bnt the interests of the Dominion and 
the British Isles are found not to be identical, 
and Young Canada is no lounger willing to act as 
a hewer of wood and drawer of water for bis 
fellow-subjects 3,000 miles away. Twenty oreven 
ten years ago the public speaker who hinted at 
such a thing as “independence” or“ annexa- 
tiou would have been booted off the platform, 
and the newspaper that would have advocated 
either proposition would have beer certain to 
lose alarge portion of its subscribers, and the 
publisher might consider himself fortunate if 
his type were not flung into some couvenient 
mill-pond. Now there are seven influential 
dailies and a large number of country weekly 
papers which speak out with more or less bold- 
ness in favor of independence, while the buga- 
boo of annexation no longer shocks the suscepti- 
bilities of the people. The press invariably 
takes the lead of the politician, who generally 
waits until public sentiment is sufficiently moid- 
ed and matured before be ventures to declare 
himself; but it is well understood that many of 
the abiest public men are favorably inclined to 
this question, though not yet ready to show 
their hand. Among the masses the feeling 
is spreading with considerable rapidity. It 
is true that the majority of the people, 
not having had the matter sufficiently pressed 
upon their consideration, and naturullyß being 
averse to change, have not signified their ap- 
proval to a severance of the existing political 
relations. But the seeds of discontent are there, 
and have been growmg with considerable rapid- 
ity. The sentiment of loyalty to the British 
throne is no stronger than it was in the thirteen 
colouies Bhortly before the agitation arose that 
jed te the declaration of independence, anda 
feeling of hostility to Engiand wat bas taken 
nearly a century to efface. The slightest presa- 
ure or snub from Down street would provoke 
a blaze that would end in the separation from 
the Empire 

The “Jingo” policy of Lord Beaconsfield iu 
—— the Queen's son-in-law and dauguter to 

Wu. and the attempt to establish a quasi-

dian naturalized subject is got the equal of bis 
fellow  naturalize: at home, masmuen 
as Britain Will not protect him 
against bis mother country} thet Britain 
would not protect the Dominion from invasion. 
When the Feniun raids were made on Canada tt 
was noc because the Irish bad any cause of war 
against Canada, for her people bave, as a rule, 
*ympathized with the Irish in their leglümate 
attempts to obtain redress for their grievances. 
and Irishmen, both Catholics: and Protestant, 
have found an asylum in Canada, and have al- 
ways exercised a leading part in guiding her 
destines. It was to annoy Engtand that the raids 
were made, and it was confessediy by enemies 
of England. The defense cost the Canadians a 
la rue gum of money. and the lives ot some of 
the moat valuable of her sons, yet England did 
not pay one dollar of the expense of fighting her 
Own enemies, but left that duty to her loyai col- 
ony. Canada wanted the Washington Jolut 
High Commission to consider her claims against 
the United States Government for that 
raid, eharging tnis country with neglect of her 
duty to ae triendly neightor, but the 
Canadians entertain the opinion that the Britieh 
Commissioners suppressed their colonial col- 
league, Sir John Macdonald, who was anxious, 
no douot, to serve bis constituents. but was at 
the same ti:ne cherishing the hope of some im- 
perial reward. 

Again, the Dominion reaps no advantage by 
the commercial treaties of the Empire with for- 
cign nations, while ia she powerless to make ber 
own treaties, unless through british diplomats 
Who know little and care less for her interests, 
with possibly a Canadian statesman on the com- 
mission, Whose eyes are biinded to the interests 
of the country be represents by some prospect- 
ive imperial title. So strong is the feeling 
growing against imperial tities that some 
strongly advocate the passage of an act to pre- 
vent any member of the Ministry or Parliament 
from aceepting any title from the English Gov- 
ernment, and it is well known that Mr. Mac- 
kenzie, the late, and Mr. Biake, the present, 
lender of the Liberal party have both respect- 
fully declined the bonor of Knighthood. 

Or British emigration to this continent it is 
calcniated that only about one-tenth goes to 
Cunada, the remaining nine-tenths seeking a 
bome vuder the Stars and Stripes; while of tor- 
eigu immigrants the jominion gets searcely 
any. Canada has no status as a nation, and 
thouwh ber Government is practically demo- 
cratic, immigrants fleeing from the oppression 
of monarchical tiovernments are not likely to 
settle jun country governed by a sovereign of 
whose mild sway they presumably know hoth- 
ing. It is estimated that in the last twenty 
years two million Canadians have made their 
bomes in this country, and that there are half a 
milifon aative-born subjects of the Dominion 
now in this country who have renounced their 
allegiance and are some ot our best citizens. 
They have prospered under the Republic, 
and their inthuence among those ' they 
hu ve leit behind bas bad fts etfect in producing 
a more friendly feellmg to this Nation, anda 
fecling that the progress of Cunadais retarded 
by her colonial position. [tis believed that the 
commercial interests of the Dominion aud the 
Empire are diametrically opposed to one anoth- 
er, and that, were she politically independent, 
Canada couid make more favorable treaties with 
the United States and with France, which still 
cherishes a warm attachment to her old colony, 
Quebec. Iritain, with her free-trade policy, bas 
nothing to offer for trade concessions, while 
Canada has, 

Auother complaint is, that, though Canada has 
some very able and well-trained military men, 
as witness Lieut.-Col. Dennison, whose book on 
* Cuvalry Tactics’ won the prize offered by the 
Russian Goveroment and is astaudard work, 
yet they can rise to no higher grade than that of 
Lieutenugt-Colonel. The commander of the 
militia must be a General of her Majesty's 
forces, and he brings bis aides with bim, and 
withers the country Colonels with a “ stony 
British stare and some emphaticaily British 
talk that citizens of a free country, where Jack 
is us wood as his master, don'tappreciate. The 

resent commander has certainly weakcned the 

oyaity of the militia voluntecrs very mate- 
rially. 

Altogether, it is felt by a great many in Can- 
ada that though tney re very fond of Engiand’s 
Queen, and English precedents, and Huglish 
Parliamentary Government, the true interests 
of Canada tie in a close commercial relation with 
the United States. The question of annexation, 
though not so repugnant to Canadiun feelings 
as # was some Fears ago. is not neariy so 
popular as that of independence, with a warm, 
friendly feeling towards both countries. Dur- 
ing the late Rebellion, though there were many 
Southern sympathizere in Cannda. yet the 
Vast majority of the people stood warmly by the 
North. The lives of many of her brave sons 
were given to preserve the Union, and there is 
no reason why a friendly Power should not ex- 
ist on this continent side by side with thisgreat 
Republic. No doubt the annexation of the 
‘country would be warmly welcomed by the 
American people, who would naturally feel that 
that would be the course of true wisdom. Put 
it would only be granted if the Canadians asked 
forit. No one dere wishes to force an unwill- 
ing union upon eur weakerneigabor. Huta 
commercial treaty that would be mutually 
beneficial wonld be readily acceded to were 
Canada in a position to make it. The Independ- 
ence movementis yetin its infancy, but it is a 
healthy infant, and will yet develop into some- 
thing great.

PRIEST VS. BISHOP. 
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An Indiana Roman Catholic Priest 
Sues the Bishup Who Suspended Him 


for Damages. 

Indianapolis Journal. 

A novel suit, and one that will attract much 
attention, was instituted yesterday in the Su- 
perior Court by Dennis O'Donovan against 
Bishop Chatard, in which damages are demanded 
to the amount of $30,000. The plaintiff alleges 
that in 1880 he was a priest in the Roman Catho- 
lic Church, invested with the duties of a mis- 
sionary rector, being at that time in charge of 
St. Maiachi’s Church, at Brownsburg. aud tbat 
on the Ist day of December the defendant, with- 
out rigbt or authority, and not baving as a guide 
proper jurisdiction, or any just cause, suspended 
the plaintiff from nis office of his priesthood, and 
thereby deprived him of all bis means of support. 

The case grows out of the celebrated Browns- 
burg excommunicationg which O Donovan, in 
his complaint, speaks of at length. He says 
that be was made pastor of St. Malachi's in or- 
der that the Kev. Mr. Lowan might be trans- 
ferred to Greencastie. Soon after be was invest- 
ed with the duties of his new office he learned 
that the charge wasin debt to one Hart to the 
amount of $300, for money Advanc@in the erec- 
tien of a ehurch. He consulted e officers of 
the diocese about the matter, and was instruct- 
ed to collect the debt from bis congreration. At 
the subsequent meeting be announced his in- 
structions, but was told by the members that 
they bad paid the money to Father Logan, and 
that he instead of them was thereby indebted to 
Mr. Hart. O'Donovan informed the Bishop of 
what the congregation told bim, aud was in an- 
swer urged to demand the collection. This, he 
claims, be did on six different occasions, but at 
last, becomimg convinced that the congregation 
did not owe the debt, he wrote to Father Bes- 
sonies, saying that be would not again try to 
collect the amount, as he bad conecientious feel- 
ings against doing so. In answer to this letter 
he says that he received a letter threatenmg 
bim if he did not make the collection. Some in- 
decorous correspoudence seems to have fol- 
lowec, terminating finally in Bishop Chatard ex- 
communicatt U'Donovan, the latter says, 
without trial. e case was appealed to the Cir- 
cuit Court and tried by Judge Adams, who, 
after a tedious session, affirmed the action of 
the Bishop. It was while in the courts that the 
case gained its notoriety. Since the secular de- 
creé was entered against him O'Donovan has 
been deprived vf ail the means of support that 
be had worked for years to obtain, and, claiming 
that the Bishop was tbe direct cause of his mi- 
1 he demands recompense to the amouut 
stated.
